Pursuant to the provisions of the above-captioned Rules, Applicants request a declaration 
of an interference between the above-captioned patent application and U.S. Patent 6,169,624. 
Pursuant to the provisions of Rule 608, Applicants believe they are entitled to a judgment vis-a- 
vis the '624 patentees, prima facie, on the basis of prior invention and correct designation of 
inventors in the '624 patent, and possibly derivation. Applicants also believe the '624 patent 
claims, at least claim 23, are invalid for lack of eneablement. Upon indication of otherwise 
allowable subject matter, Applicants will present papers fully complying with Rule 608. 

The provisions of Rule 607 are complied with seriatum, as follows: 

1 . The patent with which an interference is requested is U.S. Patent 6,169,624. 

2. Applicants advance as a proposed count Claim 23 of the '624 patent, or Claim lor
